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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Gilsum: 


I herein submit my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of schools. 


A good school gives not only mental training, physical 
development and righteous morals, but also good habits of 
study, work and living. 

Indeed, we must continue to place strong emphasis on 
the old fashioned word ‘‘ Work’’, 

To enable the pupils in our rural schools to read compre- 
hensively, to spell correctly, to write legibly and clearly and 
to talk intelligently, is the paramount issue. 

A full and satisfactory knowledge and command of Eng- 
lish so as to be able to talk it and write it clearly and well, 
should be the goal of our schools. 

If these fundamental subjects are thoroughly mastered, 
mental alertness in numbers and cultural growth in geography, 
history, civies, ete., will easily follow. 

I believe your teachers have these goals of attainment in 
mind. To attain these results, they have followed pedagogical 
methods. 

When questions of discipline have arisen, careful consider- 
ation has been given, prompt and decisive action taken by your 
teachers. 

Indeed, we believe in a strict and impartial school gov- 
ernment, such as a wise, judicious and faithful parent would 
exercise in the family and which will unfold in every child the 
best qualities and stimulate in him the highest principles and 
purposes. 
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Schools are created for the pupil and their aim is to edu- 
cate the young for fitness in life and its realistics, and to do 
this, thorough discipline must be maintained. 


REPAIRS 

The following repairs have been made during the year: 
At the Village, ceilings painted, seats and desks varnished, 
blackboards painted, and six new desks installed. At the West, 
ceilings and woodwork painted, and blackboards painted. 

At Belvedere, blackboards painted, and minor repairs 
made. These repairs improved greatly the appearance of the 
school rooms and made them more sanitary. 


HEALTH ACTIVITIES 

More extensive work has been done along the line of 
health activities during the last six months. 

During the summer vacation, Mrs. Edith F. Smith, R. N., 
organized and directed the work. A dental clinic was arranged 
with Dr. Irving Crandall, of Claremont, beginning Aug. 1, and 
ending Aug. 6. 

Parents of children paid each bill with the exception of a 
few whose bills were paid from a fund provided by the people 
of the town for followup work.
